hill, according to Fred H. Caley, pres­ 
ident of the state association and sec­ 
retary of the Cleveland club, has in 
it two dangerous elements.

We are able to realize that 
a great boon has been conferred on 
humanity in the weeding out of irre­ 
sponsible autocratic government. Peo­ 
ples will be slow to adjust them selves 
fully to the new conditions.

are able already to see clearly that 
the world is moving toward assured 
peace under a regime of free insti­ 
tutions. 
“ It Is moving In the right direction, 
and it is doing so because to a great­ 
er extent than ever before it has 
given itself over to the ethical guid­ 
ance of that broad principle that baa 
been written into our Golden Rule.

ONE’S PAST 


•I VTMS grievous,’' an old English 
A writer says, though I arn not 
at all sure that he Is correct In this, 
“that with all amplification of travel 
both by sea and land, a man can never 
separate himself from his past his­ 
tory.” 
We are accustomed ordinarily In 
making such reflections, to apply the 
principle only to those things in our 
past that are unwholesome or ques­ 
tionable, and to emphasize the perms* 
cent influence of evil things, but It is 
equally 
true 
of 
our 
contact 
with 
healthy or noble or beautiful things. 
No experience of life, when it is past, 
leaves a man quite the same as he was 
before. 
One man has climbed Long’s 
peak, or crossed the ocean, or heard a 
great musician, or seen a beautiful 
picture, or been under the Influence, 
even for a brief time, of a fine char­ 
acter, comes away from the experience 
with a little different view of life, a 
broader outlook, a higher conception of 
duty. 
He can never sink quite to the 
level he occupied before. 
Isaiah Harding, one of our neigh­ 
bors when I was 
a r*hilfl. had never 
been outside of the state. 
He had 
ploughed and sown and 
reaped 
his 
crops and had kn two no other outlook 
than the broad prairies that stretched 
-endlessly before him. 
Then he visited 
the ( Vntennlal exposition in Philadel­ 
phia. The trip cost 
blin one 
hun­ 
dred 
and fifty 
dollars, be 
con­ 
fessed after he came back. 
It seemed 
a small fortune In 1870, but It was 
worth It all. 
He was a new man for 
the experience, he had seen a new 
world, he had had an unexpected vis­ 
ion and he never tired of telling of it; 
he never got away from It. 
It was a trifling experience which 
sent me to college—an irritating stimu­ 
lating criticism of my appearance and 
my ignorance which I could not quite 
forget or ignore. 
The young fellow 
who was responsible for the remark 
had no thought of the effect of his 
words, I imagine, but his words bored 
Into say consciousness and 
I could 
never get away from them. Ultimately 
they changed the whole current of my 
life and thought. 
It Im true of all of us. 
Every emo­ 
tion we feel, every 
noble generous 
word we utter or thought we have, 
every experience that Is ours, good or 
bad, leaves a permanent Impression 
upon our lives and characters. 
No one can ever get away from his 
past. 


Jealousy A nalyzed

love without an occasional display of 
jealousy,” says burton Roscoe, wril 
ing in Hearst’s International.

There is a dingy old building at the 
corner of Dock and Moravian streets 
In Philadelphia which is about to In 
torn down to mak» way for a new 
structure. 
With It will vanish a spot 
about which memories cluster dim but 
poignant. 
In 1837 William E. Burton founded 
the Gentleman’s Magazine, in Imitation 
of the famous English periodical of tin 
same name. 
Shortly before, E d g ar 
Allan Poe had come up from Richmond 
to seek a wider field for his poems an.; 
stories. 
His occasional contributions 
to contemporary Journals attracted tic 
attention of Burton, who engaged him 
In July, 1839, to sit In with the edi­ 
torial staff of the Gentleman’s Ma ga 
aine, at a salary of $50 a month. Poe 
had previously declined to accept any 
editorial position, fearing that the con­ 
finement would handicap his powers. 
His child wife, Virginia, soon began 
j to develop the terrible disease which 
was to take ber from him, however 
and In his desire to provide her with 
comforts he was constrained to accept 
regular employment. 
For three vearg hq gat in the corner 
room of the second story at Dock and 
Moravian streets and wrote his im 
mortal criticisms and essays. Then he 
and his employer quarreled over Poe’s 
prospectus for the Penn Magazine, and 
In 1842 their connection ceased. 
But the dark little room has seemed 
to be filled ever since with the atmos­ 
phere of his brooding spirit, and for 
many years it has been a mecca for all 
throughout tile world who have read 
his songs and prose. Now at last It is 
to go and the place thereof shall know 
It “Nevermore.” 


The Mocking Bird.

Picea Engelmannt 
Engelniann Spruce Is essentially a 
Rocky 
mountain 
evergreen, 
for Its 
geographic distribution Is very large­ 
ly confined to the Rockies, P. A. Smoll, 
Pa Naturalist of the Rocky Mountain 
National park, tells us. It ranges from 
the southern limits of Arizona and 
New Mexico to well up Into the Cana­ 
dian Rockies, while a limited amount 
of It Is found in the states of Washing­ 
ton and Oregon, apart from the Rocky 
mountain system. 
The name, Engelniann Spruce, Is an 
propriate and well established among 
students of western trees, although 
among the lumbermen of the West, 
one may often hear the name “spruce" 
used when this tree Is Intended.

first discoverer of the tree can n o t he 
named with absolute certainty, in th 
I history of the Lewis and Clark

ANTHRAX FROM 
SHAVING BRUSHES

F-pHE newspapers recently announced 
the death, from anthrax, of a prom­ 
inent Pennsylvania newspaper editor. 
The Infection came from a shaving 
brush. 
Anthrax, or malignant pustule, as 
it is sometimes called, is rare in this 
country. 
Yet occasionally It occurs, 
usually with a very high death rate. 
Tile United States census report for 
1021 show's 32 deaths in the United 
States during that year. 
In the last 
five years, in Massachusetts there were 
51 deaths In 222 cases; In New York 
68 deaths In 183 cases. 
Probably the 
average death rate Is about one death 
out of every three cases, a very high 
rate for any disease. 
In Italy, where 
the disease Is common, there are about 
8,000 cases a year, with over 1,000 
deaths. 
Anthrax Is really an animal disease 
and afflicts sheep, cows and horses. It 
used to be terribly destructive, espe­ 
cially in Europe, where fanners w’ould 
lose in some years all their stock. But 
In 1881 Pasteur found the cause to be 
a little rod-shaped germ. 
He made a 
perum which protected animals from

Instances traced to shaving brushes. 
Investigation showed that during the 
war there had been large shipments 
of hair and hides direct to this country 
from Siberia, Manchuria and China, 
countries in which anthrax had al­ 
ways been common, and that bristles 
had been used In making the cheaper 
grades of shaving brushes. In the last 
six years many cases of anthrax Infec­ 
tion from shaving brushes have been 
reported. 
Following the use of a new brush, a 
small pimple appears on the face. The 
face swells, sometimes enormously, the 
center of the swelling turns black, 
there Is no pain, slight headache and 
fever. 
But the swelling and fever In­ 
crease, the whole body becomes poi­ 
soned and the patient dies in a few 
days. 
New brushes, especially the cheaper 
kind, should he soaked for four hours 
in a IO per cent formalin solution be­ 
fore using. Probably only a very small 
number of brushes are dangerous, but 
that doesn’t do any good if you happen 
to get an infected one. 
Sterilize your new brush before us- 
I Ing It and you need not be afraid of 
anthrax.

strations. 


Damage Done in Winter. 
As a further Instance of pocket mice 
as a pest may he cited the case of 
two flower growers of Olympia. Wash., 
who reported that moles and mice 
were responsible for the loss of 500 
flower bulbs during tin' - wring.

loss was not noticed until the bulbs 
were dug for transplanting.

One of the host methods of winter­ 
ing over bees is to pack them in cases, 
using leaves, straw or hay.

Prepare an ordinary 
packing box so that it will hold about 
j two hives. 
Set the hives so that the 
I entrance will he clear. 
That is, ar­ 
range it so that th e re can be ventila­ 
tion through tile entrance and then til! 
the space between tile hive bodies and 
tile packing box with material such as 
sawdust, straw, hay, etc. 
After your 
hives are well packed In tile packing 
boxes, cover tile boxes carefully with 
roofing paper or something of that na­ 
ture to prevent the water soaking in 
on the packing material. 
A still simpler method, which is 
very successfully employed by many 
people, is to remove tile covers from 
the hives and place a cloth over the 
frame, put on a super and fill with 
straw or chaff. 
Then place the regu­ 
lar cover on and tack on a good thick 
layer of newspapers so that they cover 
the entire hive, except tile entrance. 
Even cover around tile bottom of the 
hive, as well as the sides and top. 
Over tills good, thick coating of news­ 
paper tack prepared rooting cut to fit. 
This roofing may be fastened securely 
by means cf strips of lath or some­ 
thing of that sort. 
Or you can use 
oilcloth Instead of the roofing if you 
desire. 
The object is to keep the 
newspapers dry in order to insure 
good Insulation.
